agents for the period ending last Sat­ 
urday. 
Heavy rust infections are reported 
as far west as Jamestown, and light­ 
er infections 
from 
the ^ ^ p e and 
northwestern part of the state, with 
a few counties reporting no rust 
found. 
While the rust infection is 
a little late this year, there-is no lo­ 
cality in which the crop is absolutely 
. out of danger from this disease a t 
' the present time, according to the re­ 
ports. 
Black chaff, a bacterial disease of 
wheat is causing heavy damage in 
some fields in the Red River valley 
in heavy. Wet lands, according to H. 
L. Bolley, plant pathologist at the 
Agricultural college. This disease re- 
^ suits in dwarfed heads and shrivelled 
kernels, and is most prevalent 
on 
marquis wheat, according to Mr. Bol- 
ley, who declares th at the damage 
has prokal;ly been emphasized by the 
re-ccnt hot, wet weather. Loose sm ut 
is quite prevalent in the wheat fields 
this year. 
I 
llarvewting Under Way. 
llaiWesting of rye is already under 
way in many localities and will be 
general by the first of next week, ac­ 
cording to the reports, which indi­ 
cate that the crop is very li'glit in all 
sections. 
W heat harvest will not 
start much before the last of July 
unless weather conditions hasten the 
m aturity of the crops although early 
oats and barley will be cut in the 
near future. 
Grasshopper damage is 
reported from several localities. 
Federal crop estim ates for July 1, 
issued recently show th at the indi­ 
cated production on th at date for 
wheat, rye, oats, and barley in North 
Dakota was 15ri,.'i02,000 bushels, while 
the l!);í2 crop for these 4 grains ag- 
11122 crop for these four grains aggre­ 
gated 250,245,000 bushels, a decreased 
production of 9.1,743,000 bushels, or 
slightly more than 37 per cent. 
In 
addition, market prices for these 
grains at the present time average 
cuiisideruhly below those of a year 
ago, still further reducing the total 
value of the crop of small grain. The 
indicated production of flax is 50 per 
'c e n t more than last year, or B,207,00U 
bushels. 
The corn crop is indicated 
to be less than one per cent more 
than last year, while the potato acre­ 
age has decreased 26 per cent and the 
indicated production is more than a 
third less than a year ago.

In order ta handle this enormous business the rail­ 
roads in the N o r t h w e s t t o .say nothing of the rest of 
the country—are spending in riiund numbers $20,000,00(1 
for 400 new locomotives at $50,000 apiece, and $60,000,­ 
000 for 30,000 new freight cars at $2,000 apiece. 
They are eager to spend many more millions for new 
double tracks, passing tracks, sidetracks and terminal 
tracks which are very badly needed in order to keep the 
cars moving and not standing idle on the tracks waiting 
for a chance to moye. 
The only possible way the railroad companies cart raise 
the money to build these track improvements is by a sat­ 
isfactory showing ofjfamings. 
The railroad companies cannot borrow the money to 
Improve their tracks if it is doubtful whether they will be 
allowed to earn enough to pay the interest on the debt or 
the debt itself when due. 
•Some politicians are seeking popularity by trying to 
prevent the railroad companiea from earning enough to 
pay back anything to stockholders and bondholders who 
have put their money into *the railroads. There are tens 
of thou.sands of theso,i rich and poor, scattered all over 
the United States.
